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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowable subject matter: none of 
the prior art alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations 
to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically regarding independent claims 1,11, and 12, none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a lens having a multifocal region located at the optical center of 
the lens, a monofocal region located adjacent to and encircling the multifocal region, and 
specifically a region with alternating near and distance powers located adjacent to and encircling 
the monofocal region, wherein the near regions are asymmetric. 

Specifically regarding independent claims 7-10, none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a lens having a multifocal region, a monofocal region, and a 
region with alternating near and distance powers, wherein the near regions are asymmetric, 
specifically wherein the position, amplitude, width, and speed or contour of the multifocal 
regions satisfy the claimed equations.
